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Finance  VP  blasts 
revision  proposals

Finance  Vice  President  Michael  Waddoups  listed 
the  disadvantages  of  eliminating  the  Finance  Office 
today  in  an  open  letter  to  the  student  body. 

In  a  letter  appearing  on  page  10  of  today’s  Daily 
Universe,  he  said  that  in  order  to  “alleviate  padding 
of  the  budget’’  it  is  necessary  to  have  an  impartial 
party  with  some  financial  expertise.  He  said  that  in 
giving  financial  power  to  the  executive,  “funds  could 
be  transferred  within  the  president’s  office  to  fund 
‘pet  projects’.” 

An  example 

As  an  example  of  what  could  happen  if  total 
control  of  finances  were  placed  under  the  executive 
with  no  checks  and  balances,  Waddoups  said  that 
Mark  Reynolds,  ASBYU  president,  had  placed  $5,000 
in  a  separate  account  this  year  so  that  the  Executive 
Council  would  not  know  the  money  was  available. 

In  an  interview  Monday  night,  Waddoups  said  that 
because  of  the  new  4-4-2-2  semester  system  there 
were  three  or  four  days  that  were  not  included  in  the 
budget  for  either  this  fiscal  year  or  last.  During  these 
days  ASBYU  profited  by  $5,000  from  various 
activities. 


When  the  money  was  deposited  in  this  year’-s 
account,  Waddoups  said  that  Reynolds  instructed  him 
to  put  the  money  in  another  account,  which 
Waddoups  would  not  name. 

Waddoups  said  Reynolds  had  wanted  to  put  $5,000 
on  reserve  all  year  as  a  type  of  emergency  fund,  but 
that  the  council  was  against  it.  “So  when  this  money 
came  in  he  just  instructed  me  to  put  it  into  another 
account,”  said  Waddoups,  “and  not  to  tell  the  council 
that  we  had  the  money.” 

Waddoups  said  that  although  it  may  have  been  a 
frugal  effort,  “it  was  really  not  his  place”  to  make  the 
move  since  the  money  was  for  the  council  and 
“Reynolds  was  trying  to  keep  it  secret.” 

Reynolds  said  Monday  night  that  when  the  money 
came  in  about  three  weeks  or  a  month  ago,  there 
were  still  many  bills  that  stood  unpaid  and  that  there 
was  so  much  question  that  until  we  could  find  where 
we  stood  “he  did  not  want  to  announce  to  the 
council  that  the  money  had  come  in.” 

“Temporary”  measure 

.  He  said,  “It  was  strictly  a  temporary  measure.” 
Reynolds  said  the  money  had  been  placed  ,  in 


appropriations,  which  is  available  to  all  the  council 
and  that  a  budget  was  released  last  week  which 
should  have  had  the  $5,000  listed  on  it. 

“If  the  $5,000  was  not  on  it,  it  was  not  under  my 
direction  that  it  was  left  off,”  said  Reynolds. 

“When  the  money  came  in  I  didn’t  want  it  readily 
available  to  the  council  until  we  knew  where  we 
stood,”  he  said. 

Waddoups  pointed  out  in  his  letter  that  having  an 
individual  office  would  provide  the  proper  checks  and 
balances  necessary.  He  also  said  that  in  a  student 
election,  “the  main  emphasis  is  on  the  president 
rather  than  his  running  mate.”  The  letter  said  it 
would  be  possible  for  a  strong  presidential  candidate 
to  win  the  election,  bringing  an  “incompetent 
executive  vice  president  into  office  with  him.” 

Under  the  constitutional  amendment  proposed  by 
Reynolds,  this  would  then  put  the  executive  vice 
presidenHn  charge  of  $250,000. 

Waddoups  said  that  although  Reynolds’  petition, 
which  ,  called  for  the  abolition  of  the  finance  office, 
giving  financial  responsibilities  to  the  executive  vice 
president,  had  been  withdrawn,  “the  possibility  still 
exists  that  the  office  would  be  abolished,”  since 
Executive  Council  will  now  be  handling  the  problem 
of  constitutional  revision.

The  Utah  legislature’s  failure 
to  grant  Utah  Technical 
College  more  funds  has  not 
stopped  plans  to  move  to  a 
new  location  in  Orem. 

According  to  LaVar  C. 
Rockwood,  director  of  student 
activities,  the  request  for  $8 
million  in  addition  to  the  $8 
million  already  granted  failed 
in  the  Utah  senate  by  a  15-11 
vote.  This  additional  money 
would  have  allowed  the  college 
to  move  to  Orem  and  would 
have  avoided  a  split  campus 
situation.  Rockwood  said  at 
the  present  time  no  decision 
has  been  made  on  whether  or 
not  to  move  the  college  piece 
by  piece,  although  there  are 
plans  to  bring  the  issue  up  in 
the  next  session  of  the 
legislature. 

The  additional  money  was 
requested  from  state  surplus 
because  of  the  growth  of  Utah 
X.ech.  Rockwood  said  an 
increased  demand  for 
vocational-technical  traning 
and  a  fast .  population  growth 
in  the  Utah  county  area 
accounted  for  Utah  Technical 
College’s  rapid  growth. 

There  are  2,000  day 
students  attending  Utah 
Technical  College,  and 
according  to  Rockwood,  they 
have  library  accommodations 
of  less  than  one  square  foot 
per  student.1  To  partially  meet 
the  overcrowded  situation,  10 
mobile  classroom  trailers  were 
installed  and  two  off-campus 
warehouse  buildings  had  to  be 
rented.  Still  it  is  crowded. 
Enrollments  are  limited  and 
there  are  waiting  lists  in  some 
areas,  according  to  Wilson  W. 
Sorensen,  president  of  Utah 
Tech. 


There  are  plans  underway  to 
sell  the  present  campus  site 
and  apply  the  money  earned 
toward  the  building  of  a  new 
facility  in  Orem.  Rockwood 
estimated  that  with  the  sale  of 
the  present  campus  building 
and  the  money  furnished  by 
the  Utah  legislature,  Utah 
Tech  would  have  $19  million 
with  which  to  build  a  new 
facility. 

The  new  campus  site, 
purchased  several  years  ago  by 
the  state,  consists  of  185  acres 
located  east  of  1-15  and  north 
of  Orem’s  12th  South.  To 
date,  nothing  has  been 
constructed  on  it. 

The  present  Provo  campus 
consists  of  only  13  acres  with 
virtually  no  prospect  for 
expansion.  Sorensen  said  this 
was  the  primary  reason  for  the 
decision  to  move  to  a  larger 
campus. 

“We  anticipate  breaking 
ground  for  the  start  of  new 
construction  on  the  Orem 
campus  sometime  during 
1974,”  Sorensen  said.

Financial  aid 
in  spring  term

Scholarships  will  again  be  available  to  students  attending 
Spring  Term,  it  was  announced  Monday  by  Pres.  Dallin  H. 
Oaks. 

Approximately  1,000  scholarships  and  awards  of  at  least 
$100  each  will  be  awarded  to  qualified  students,  said  Boyd 
G.  Worthington,  director  of  Student  Financial  Aids. 

Scholarship  applications  are  available  at  all  college 
advisement  centers  and  the  Financial  Aids  Office,  A-41  ASB. 
The  completed  forms  must  be  returned  to  the  Financial  Aids 
Office  by  March  1.  Announcement  of  scholarship  awards  will 
be  made  by  March  15,  he  added. 

“Awards  will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  academic  merit.  The 
selection  of  scholarship  recipients  will  be  based  on  the  total 
cumulative  college  GPA,”  explained  Worthington.  “The 
cumulative  GPA  will  include  all  grades  posted  on  the  official 
transcript  as  of  March  1,  1974,”  he  continued. 

Four-year  scholarship  holders  have  an  option  in  the  use  of 
their  scholarships.  They  may  accept  the  Spring  term 
scholarship  equal  in  amount  to  one-half  of  a  regular  semester 
award,  or  $100,  whichever  is  greater. 

Furthermore,  the  Spring  term  scholarship  option  will  be 
accepted  in  exchange  for  one-half  of  one  semester  of  the 
remaining  four-year  award,  Worthington  pointed  out. 
Four-year  scholarship  holders  will  receive  a  letter  explaining 
this  option  with  a  mail  reply  card. 

In  addition  to  academic  scholarships,  125  talent  awards  in 
the  amount  of  $100  each  will  be  offered.  These  awards  will 
be  given  in  the  areas  of  music,  speech  and  drama,  art,  dance 
and  journalism,  said  Worthington.  Interested  students  should 
contact  their  departments  directly. 

With  the  announcement  of  scholarship  availability,  Dr. 
Oaks  noted  some  advantages  to  be  gained  by  students  who 
attend  spring  or  summer  terms.  “Students  attending  one  of 
these  terms  are  able  to  accelerate  their  education  and  still 
have  a  two-month  vacation. 

“Other  advantages  include  the  additional  scholarship 
stipends,  increased  part-time  employment  opportunities, 
decreased  housing  costs  during  the  ‘off  season’  and  earlier 
graduation,”  he  said.  “This  year,  when  we  will  have  an 
increase  in  tuition  effective  the  fall  semester,  students  who 
attend  the  spring  and  summer  terms  will  take  fuller 
advantage  of  the  current  lower  costs.” 

Additionally,  students  will  find  classes  are  small,  allowing 
for  greater  interaction  between  students  and  faculty,  and  a 
schedule  of  out-of-class  spring  social,  cultural  and  academic 
programs  has  been  formulated,  according  to  Worthington. 

“With  the  new  academic  calendar  at  BYU  it  is  easier  for 
students  to  complete  their  education  and  get  into  the  job 
market  sooner  than  anticipated.  The  scholarships  available 
for  spring  term  will  assist  students  in  achieving  that  goal,” 
explained  Worthington. 


Nations  begin 
fuel  discussion

WASHINGTON  (AP)  A 
conference  of  13  energy 
consuming  nations  began 
cautiously  Monday,  seeking 
some  way  to  agree  on  “rules  of 
conduct”  for  buying  foreign 
oil  without  appearing  to 
threaten  oil-exporting 
countries. 

Opening  the  two-day 
conference,  U.S.  Secretary  of 
State  Henry  A.  Kissinger  said 
the  bilateral  oil  agreements  by 
individual  nations  could  not 
solve  the  problems  and  might 
well  make  them  far  worse. 

“We  believe  that  it  is 
essential  that  these 
arrangements  follow  agreed 
rules  of  conduct,”  Kissinger 
said. 

The  European  nations  at  the 
conference  have  been  pressing 
for  an  early  meeting  of  both 
consuming  nations  and 
oil-producing  nations. 

Those  attending  the  sessions 
include  foreign  ministers, 
finance  chiefs  and  energy 
experts  from  the  United 
States,  Japan,  Canada  and 
Norway  and  nine  members  of 
the  European  Common 
Market:  France,  West 
Germany,  the  Netherlands, 
Great  Britain,  Italy,  Denmark, 
Ireland,  Luxembourg  and 
Belgium. 

Walter  Scheel,  West 
Germany’s  foreign  minister 
and  president  of  the  Council 
.  of  European  Communities, 
urged  a  conference  of  all 
interested  nations  —  major 
consumers,  producers,  and 
underdeveloped  countries  — 
by  April  1,  one  month  earlier 


than  proposed  by  Kissinger. 

The  conference  participants 
have  repeatedly  emphasized 
that  they  had  no  intention  of 
making  this  meeting  into  a 
conspiracy  against  the  Arab 
oil-producing  nations  which 
precipitated  the  world  crisis  by 
cutting  off  deliveries  to  some 
countries  last  October  and  by 
sharply  increasing  their  prices. 

Arab  oil  shipments  have 
since  been  resumed  to  most 
European  countries  but  are 
still  cut  off  to  the  United 
States. 

Kissinger  said  the  United 
States  would  seek  no  help  at 
this  conference  in  responding 
to  the  Arab  embargo. 


Europe  relies  on  imports  for 
some  60  per  cent  of  its  energy. 
Kissinger  warned  that  failure 
to  resolve  the  energy  problem 
by  international  cooperation 
“would  threaten  the  world 
with  a  vicious  cycle  of 
competition,  autarchy,  rivalry 
and  depression  such  as  led  to 
the  collapse  of  the  world  order 
in  the  Thirties. 

“The  most  immediate  and 
critical  problem  concerns 
price,”  Kissinger  also  said. 

“Current  price  levels  are 
simply  not  sustainable.  At 
these  levels,  the  industrial 
countries  alone  will  incur  a 
current  account  deficit  of 
$36-40  billion  in  1974.” 


American  firms 
lose  Libyan  oil 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  - 
Tripoli  radio  said  Libyan 
leader  Moammar  Khadafy 
announced  Monday  total 
nationalization  of  the  Libyan 
operations  of  three  American 
oil  companies. 

The  three  companies  were 
Texaco  Oil,  Asia-California  Oil 
Co.,  and  the  Libyan-American 
Oil  Co.,  the  broadcast  said. 

The  extent  of  the 
companies’  operations  in 
Libya  were  not  immediately 
known. 

Libyan  Premier  Abdessalam 
Jalloud  warned  last  month 
that  Libya  might  add  to  the 
punishment  of  the  United 


States  for  its  support  of  Israel 
by  accelerating  its 
nationalization  of  oil 
production  and  marketing. 
The  Libyan  government  earlier 
nationalized  the  holdings  of 
the  American  Bunker-Hunt 
firm  and  took  over  5 1  per  cent 
of  the  holdings  of  all  other 
major  oil  companies. 

In  New  York,  a  Texaco 
spokesman  said:  “At  this  time 
we  have  no  direct 
communications  pertaining  to 
this  matter.  The  only 
information  we  have  at  this 
moment  consists  of  press 
association  reports  which  we 
are  unable  to  confirm.” 


Communications  needed,  many  say 
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By  June  30,  the  work  force 
at  Kennedy  will  be  about 
9,450,  said  a  spokesman  for 
the  National  Aeronautics  and 
Space  Administration. 

The  latest  group  to  receive 
pink  slips  worked  mainly  for 
contractors  such  as  the  Boeing 
Co.,  General  Electric  Co.,  and 
International  Business 
Machines  Corp.,  handling 
launch  support  facilities.

Communications  among 
campus  departments  should  be 
improved,  was  the  consensus 
of  BYU  students  after 
experiencing  a  two-hour  delay 
in  Friday’s  Seals  and  Crofts 
concert. 

Feelings  among  students 
ranged  from  anger  towards  the 
basketball  team  for  not 
changing  practice  times  or 
locations  to  disappointment 
with  the  Social  Office  for  not 
planning  more  carefully.  And 
nearly  everyone  felt  better  and 
earlier  communication  was 
needed. 

“I  think  the  basketball  team 
could  have  practiced  in  the 
fieldhouse,”  said  Jim  Lister,  a 
sophomore  in  general  studies. 
“I  was  very  tired  during  the 
concert  and  almost  fell  asleep. 
Better  scheduling  is  needed.” 

“I  think  it  was  conflicting  to 
those  who  had  made  plans 
after  the  concert  and  for  those 
coming  from  out  of  Provo,” 
said  Lois  Silk,  a  business 
education  major  from  Los 
Angeles.  “There  needs  to  be 
better  communication 
between  the  Athletics 


Department  and  the  Social 
Office.” 

But  Janet  Wadsworth,  junior 
in  speech  communication, 
supported  the  basketball 
teams’  actions,  saying,  “Our 
basketball  team  needs  the 
practice.  I  don’t  think  we 
would  have  beat  UTEP.  The 
feeling  I  have  is  that  the 
concerts  I’ve  gone  to  have 
been  very  unorganized.” 

Ken  Wright,  a  graduate 
student  in  political  science, 
added,  “I  think  the  Social 
Office  should  have  known  in 
advance  that  the  floor  was 
already  scheduled.” 

Cynthia  Reading,  freshman 
in  psychology,  suggested  that 
“all  the  offices  need  to  get 
together  through  interoffice 
memos”  or  some  other  means. 

Doug  Spencer,  a  chemistry 
major  from  Walnut  Creek, 
Calif.,  felt  that  “either  the 
concert  could  have  been 
moved  to  the  Fieldhouse  or 
the  basketball  team.” 

Many  students  felt  this  kind 
of  conflict  is  not  new  at  BYU. 

“I  think  it’s  typical  of 
BYU,”  said  Shirley  Steinberg, 
a  senior  in  humanities  and 
history.  “Had  I  gone,  I  would 
have  demanded  my  money

felt  that  BYU  has  wrongly 
placed  great  emphasis  on 
athletics. 

“I  think  the  university  puts 
all  too  much  emphasis  on 
sports,”  said  Scott  Keever 
from  Santa  Rosa,  Calif. 

“It’s  a  fact  of  life  at  any 
school,”  said  Bob  Armour, 
geography  major  from 
Columbus,  Ohio.

Many  students  sided 
the  basketball  team. 

“I  understand  Coach 
Potter’s  side,”  said  Dave  Kelly, 
senior  in  history  from 
Portland,  Ore.  “Athletics  is  an 
integral  part  of  the  university 
just  as  the  Social  Office  is.” 

“The  Marriott  Center  is 
supported  and  funded  by 
athletic  events,”  noted  Greg 
Johnson  from  Auburn,  Calif. 
He  further  explained  that  after

talking  with  the  Marriott 
Center  scheduling  office,  he 
learned  that  “the  Marriott 
Center  was  open  at  5  p.m.  but 
Seals  and  Crofts  didn’t  show 
up  until  8  p.m.” 

Connie  Jo  Campbell  from 
Idaho  mirrored  these  feelings. 
She  said,  “I  think  the  Social 
Office  should  have  looked  into 
it  more.  After  all,  UTEP  is 
number  one.” 


Other  students  felt  the 
difference  between  the 
number  of  persons  involved  in 
the  concert  far  outweighed  the 
number  involved  in  the 
basketball  practice. 

“It’s  important  that  the 
team  practice  on  the  home 
court,”  said  Nancy  Boulter 
from  Camarillo,  Calif.  “But 
when  there  is  18,000  people  I 
can’t  see  why  they  can’t 
practice  one  hour  less.” 

Kris  Jarstad  from  Tacoma, 
Wash.,  echoed  this  feeling. 
“With  the  number  of  people  at 
the  concert,  why  couldn’t  they 
go  to  the  gym  in  the 
Fieldhouse?” 

“It  affects  a  large  number  of 
students,”  said  Buzz  Brown/a 
junior  in  public  relations.  “It 
should  have  been  coordinated 
a  lot  better.” 

Randy  Smith,  assistant  to 
Mark  Reynolds,  ASBYU 
president,  said,  “I  don’t  think 
Alexander  was  actually 
justified  in  what  he  said.  He 
spoke  before  the  actual 
situation  was  analyzed.  Coach 
Potter  gave  some.  He  even  quit 
practice  early,  but  the  Social 
Office  didn’t  know  to  come 
early.”

Officers  gun'  speeders

What  may  be  pointed  at  cars 
as  they  speed  around  West 
Campus  Drive  is  probably  not 
a  ray  gun,  and  the  person 
holding  it  is  probably  not  a 
Martian. 

It’s  actually  a  BYU  security 
officer  using  the  new  radar  gun 
designed  for  checking  car 
speed. 

The  new  radar  gun,  used  by 
BYU  Security  for  just  over  a 
week,  looks  like  a  large  ray 


gun  similar  to  the  ones  seen  on 
TV  and  in  the  movies. 

An  officer  aims  the  gun  at  a 
passing  auto  and  the  car’s 
speed  is  instantaneously 
recorded  on  a  viewer  at  the 
back  of  gun.  The  number 
representing  the  speed  can  be 
locked  on  the  viewer  to  be 
shown  the  speeding  motorist. 

The  gun  can  be  mounted  in 
the  back  window  and  aimed 
out  the  window  at  passing 
autos.  Car  speeds  may  be 
programmed  to  record 
backwards  in  the  gun’s  viewer 


so  the  officer,  looking  at  his 
rear  view  mirror,  can  readily 
check  the  speed  of  passing 
automobiles. 

The  gun  can  operate  with 
use  of  a  portable  battery  pack 
or  can  be  plugged  into  the 
cigarette  lighter  for  in-car  use. 

The  new  radar  gun  is  so 
sensitive,  it  is  able  to 
determine  the  speed  of  a  man 
running  down  the  road, 
according  to  a  spokesman  at 
Security. 

The  gun’s  radar  range  is 
estimated  to  be  accurate  at  as 


much  as  five  five  blocks. 

BYU  Security  has  one 
officer  operate  the  radar  gun 
at  peak  traffic  hours,  usually 
from  8  a.m.  to  3  p.m.  on 
weekdays.  A  week  ago  on 
Monday,  13  speeding  citations 
were  issued  to  students,  staff 
and  faculty  members.

At  the  Hearst  mansion  in 
Hillsborough,  a  family 
spokesman  said  Sunday  was  “a 
day  of  nothingness”  for  the 
victim’s  distraught  parents,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Randolph  A.  Hearst. 
The  father  is  president  and 
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editor  of  the  San  Francisco 
Examiner. 

“Everybody  is  clinging  to 
the  hope  that  Monday’s  mail 
will  bring  something,”  said 
Jack  Cooke,  a  vice  president  of 
Hearst  Corp. 

The  SLA  letter  said  Miss 
Hearst  would  “be  maintained 
in  adequate  physical  and 
mental  condition  and 
unharmed”  if  the  kidnapers’ 
conditions  are  met. 

“Should  any  attempt  be 
made  by  authorities  to  rescue 
the  prisoner  or  to  arrest  or 
harm  any  SLA  elements,  the 
prisoner  is  to  be  executed,” 
the  letter  said.  It  projnispd 
that  “further  communication 
will  follow.”

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Federal  energy  chief  William 
E.  Simon  has  asked  refiners 
with  adequate  distillate  and 
residual  fuel  supplies  to 
increase  their  gasoline 
production  to  alleviate  some 
of  the  shortages. 

Simon,  in  a  statement 
Sunday,  said  some  refiners 
already  have  shifted  to  more 
gasoline  production. 

Warm  weather  plus  energy 
conservation  practices  by  the 
public  have  been  the  main 
reasons  for  the  build-up  in 
distillate  stocks,  said  Simon. 

Distillates  include  home 
heating  oil  and  diesel  fuel. 
Residual  fuel  oil  is  used  in 
power  plants,  ships  and  some 
building  heating. 

Meanwhile,  five  states  today 
joined  the  growing  number  of 
areas  across  the  nation 
implementing  a  voluntary 
staggered  day  gasoline 
servicing  program.  Starting  the 
so-called  Oregon  plan  today 
are  New  Jersey,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  Washington  state, 
New  York  and  Massachusetts. 
Maryland  was  to  begin  the 
plan  Tuesday. 

Although  much  of  the 
consumer  focus  is  on  energy 
problems,  the  U.S.  Congress 
has  not  been  able  to  come  up 
with  any  quick  relief  measures. 

The  so-called  “emergency” 
bill  was  first  introduced  by 
Senate  Interior  Chairman 
Henry  M.  Jackson,  D-Wash., 
on  Oct.  18  but  still  was 
awaiting  final  legislative  action 
when  Congress  adjourned  last 
week  for  the  traditional 
Lincoln  Day  recess. 

The  Senate  has  scheduled  a 
vote  on  the  bill  for  Tuesday, 
Feb.  19,  but  first  it  must 
survive  an  attempt  by 
Republicans  and  oil-state 
senators  to  recommit  it  once 
again  to  a  conference  with  the 
House. 


MOSCOW  (AP)  -  The 
Soviet  prosecutor’s  office 
issued  a  second  summons  to 
Alexander  Solzhenitsyn 
Monday,  but  the  author  said 
he  would  not  appear  and 
refused  to  acknowledge  the 
legality  of  the  summons. 

Solzhenitsyn  has  been  the 
target  of  an  official  attack 
branding  him  a  traitor  since 
publication  of  his  book  on 
Stalinist  labor  camps,  “Gulag 
Archipelago,”  and  the  action 
by  the  prosecutor  was  seen  as 
a  possible  first  step  toward 
legally  silencing  the  author. 

The  first  summons  was 
delivered  to  the  apartment  of 
Solzhenitsyn’  wife  on  Friday 


but  she  refused  to  accept  it 
because  it  did  not  state  reason 
and  did  not  have  a  registration 
number  on  the  document. 


The  second  summons  was 
delivered  to  the  apartment 
Monday  and  Solzhenitsyn 
immediately  issued  a 
statement  saying,  “In  a 
situation  of  general  illegality 
which  for  many  years  has 
existed  in  our  country  and  the 
personal  eight-year  campaign 
of  slander  and  harassment  of 
me,  I  refuse  to  acknowledge 
the  legality  of  your  summons 
and  will  not  come  for  an 
interrogation  to  any  state 
organ.”

Today  marks  the  165th  anniversary  of 
the  birth  of  the  16th  president  of  the 
United  States,  Abraham  Lincoln. 

Lincoln’s  life  story  is  one  of  a 
successful  lawyer  and  an  experienced 
politican.  His  political  achievements 
include  one  term  in  Congress,  four  terms 
in  the  Illinois  House  of  Representatives, 
and  president  of  the  United  States  during 
the  Civil  War. 

Lincoln  was  bom  near  the  present  town 
of  Hodgenville,  Ky.,  on  Feb.  12,  1809. 
He  was  the  second  child  and  first  son  of 
Thomas  and  Nancy  Hanks  Lincoln,  both 
of  whom  were  uneducated. 

The  Lincoln  family,  like  most 
Kentucky  settlers  at  that  time  were  poor. 
Nevertheless,  the  Lincolns  always  had 
plenty  of  food,  a  warm  cabin  home  and 
they  owned  the  farm  in  which  they  lived. 

Since  both  of  Lincoln’s  parents  were 
uneducated,  they  were  determined  that 
their  children  would  obtain  an  education 
whenever  possible.  Even  though  it  was  a 
costly  burden  upon  his  parents,  Lincoln 
attended  school  whenever  wandering 
teachers  organized  schools  in  the  area. 

%  Lincoln  once  estimated  his  total 
schooling  amounted  to  no  more  than  a 
year.  But  during  that  time  he  learned 
simple  arithmetic,  writing  and  also  to 
read. 


As  Lincoln  started  to  mature,  he  was 
much  like  other  pioneer  farm  boys, 
except  for  two  characteristics.  One  was 
his  size.  He  grew  to  the  height  of  six  feet, 
four  inches. 

The  other  trait  that  was  characteristic 
of  Lincoln  as  he  matured  was  his 
eagerness  for  knowledge.  There  were  few 
books  in  the  settlement  in  which  he  lived, 
but  he  read  the  books  available  over  and

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over  again. 

By  the  spring  of  1831,  Lincoln  decided 
to  go  out  into  the  world  on  his  own.  He 
found  himself  working  as  a  store  clerk  in 
New  Salem,  Ill. 

Lincoln’s  first  attempt  to  get  into 
politics  was  a  failure.  He  announced, 
himself  as  a  candidate  to  the  Illinois 
House  of  Representatives.  He  had  little 
time  to  campaign  and  he  was  defeated. 

But  in  1 836,  he  was  elected  to  the 
House  and  became  the  leader  of  the  Whig 
Party. 

After  four  terms  in  the  Illinois  House, 
he  tried  for  election  to  the  U.S.  House  of 
Representatives.  Twice  he  was  defeated. 
In  1 846  he  finally  succeeded  and  was 
elected  as  a  Whig.  On  Dec.  6,  1847  he 
took  his  seat  and  served  until  March  4, 
1849. 

In  1858  Lincoln  attempted  to  be 
elected  for  the  U.S.  Senate  but  was 
defeated  by  Senator  Douglas.  Although 
Lincoln  was  defeated,  it  proved  to  be  a 
turning  point  in  his  political  career.

Women's  suffrage 
to  be  speech  topic 


There  are  interesting 
similarities  in  arguments  used 
against  women’s  suffrage  in 
Utah  in  1895  and  against  the 
equal  rights  amendment  of 
today,  according  to  Dr.  Jean 
B.  White,  associate  professor 
of  political  science  at  Weber 
State  College. 

Dr.  White  will  attempt  to 
show  why  these  arguments 
failed  and  why  women  won 
the  vote  in  Utah  in  a  lecture 
titled,  “Women’s  Place  Is  in 
the  Constitution:  The  Struggle 
for  Equal  Rights  in  1895.” 
The  lecture  will  be  Thursday 
at  BYU  as  part  of  the  Charles 
Redd  Lectures  in  the 
American  West.  It  will,  begin  at 
8  p.m.  in  455  Martin  Building. 
The  public  is  invited  free  of 
charge. 

“There  was  a  determined 
effort  to  keep  the  women’s 


vote  out  of  the  Utah 
constitution,”  Dr.  White  said 
in  a  pre-lecture  interview.  “But 
women  felt  it  was  very 
important  to  include  it  right 
then  when  the  Constitution 
was  being  written  instead  of 
putting  it  off  to  be  voted  on 
later.” 

Dr.  White  is  an  authority  on 
Utah  politics  during  the  1890’s 
and,  as  a  member  of  the  Utah 
Constitutional  Revision 
Commission,  has  been 
especially  interested  in  what 
led  to  the  form  of  the  present 
state  constitution.  The 
commission  was  established  in 
1  969  by  the  Utah  State 
Legislature  to  study  and 
recommend  changes  in  the 
constitution. 

Dr.  White  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Weber  State 
College  faculty  since  1969.

30  officers  needed 
for  center  events

It  takes  approximately  30 
special  security  officers  to 
handle  crowds  at  Marriott 
Center  basketball  games  and 
concerts,  according  to  Chief  of 
Security  Robert  Kelshaw. 

“We  use  mostly  our  full-time 
officers  and  a  few  selected 
student  officers  fpr  crowd 
control,”  Kelshaw  said.  These 
officers  have  all  had  special 
training  in  crowd  control. 

“The  officers’  special 
equipment  for  managing  the 
crowds  and  streams  of  traffic 
includes  flares,  flashlights  and 
courage,”  Kelshaw  noted. 

Most  of  the  students  pay 
attention  to  the  officers’ 
directions,  according  to 
Kelshaw. 

‘‘I  feel  a  lot  of  people 
discredit  the  students.  Most  of 
them  are  young  ladies  and 
gentlemen  and  we  want  to 
treat  them  as  such,”  he  said. 

Kelshaw  explained  that  it 
takes  an  average  of  20  minutes 
to  clear  the  traffic  to  its 


normal  flow  around  the 
Marriott  Center,  depending  on 
the  weather. 

Some  humorous  incidents 
have  occurred  while  officers 
are  on  crowd  control  duty, 
according  to  BYU  Security’s 
Sgt.  Golden  Hardy. 

“One  officer  who  was  really 
a  perfectionist  in  his  hand 
signals  was  out  in  the 
cloverleaf  doing  a  beautiful 
job,”  Hardy  said,  “when  one 
of  his  precise  hand  signals 
came  a  little  too  close  to  his 
head  and  knocked  his  hat 
down  over  his  eyes.  He 
recovered  beautifully,  but  it 
was  pretty  funny  to  see. 

“You’ve  never  seen  so  much 
commotion  in  your  life”  as 
when  an  officer  blew  his 
whistle  to  stop  a  truck  that 
happened  to  be  full  of  horses, 
said  Hardy.

Eight  BYU  students 
currently  working  with  the 
Provo  Police  Department  on  a 
‘‘Release  on  Own 
Recognizance”  (ROR) 
program  have  been  “very 
successful,”  according  to 
Charles  Fletcher,  assistant 
professor  of  law  enforcement. 

The  students,  all  majors  in 
law  enforcement  and  of 
sophomore  and  junior  status, 
have  been  working  with  the 
Police  Department  since  Nov. 
30,  1973. 

ROR  is  a  result  of  the  intern 
program  in  which  law 
enforcement  students  have 
been  involved.  While  the 
internship  program  is  used 
mainly  for  seniors  in  law 
enforcement  who  might 
continue  their  work  with  the 
community  after  graduation, 
the  recognizance  program 
allows  students  to  gain  a 
background  which  will  enable 
them  to  continue  as  screeners 
for  a  longer  period  of  time, 
thus  creating  continuity  with 
the  program. 

Students  interview 

Citizens  arrested  by  Provo 
Police  for  misdemeanors  were 
previously  subject  to  bail  with 
an  order  to  appear  in  court 


later.  Now  they  may  be 
released  from  that  bail  if  they 
gain  the  required  results  from 
the  interview  administered  by 
the  law  enforcement  students. 
The  interview  consists  of 
several  questions  involving  the 
status  of  the  citizen  with  the 
community. 

According  to  Walter  Barrus, 
coordinator  for  the  program 
and  a  teaching  assistant  in  the 
Law  Enforcement 
Department,  arrested  persons 
are  questioned  about  their 
marriage  status,  residence, 
whether  living  with  family, 
and  their  employment. 

“The  students  are  officers  of 
the  court,”  Barrus  said.  He 
pointed  out  that  the  rate  of 
return  with  those  individuals 
released  was  quite  high. 

Career  training 

Brian  Nichols,  one  of  the 
law  enforcement  students 
involved,  said  that  working 
with  the  Police  Department 
was  teaching  him  a  lot  about 
the  career  he  was  to 
undertake.  Noting  that  he  was 
from  a  middle-class  suburb,  he 
said  that  he  was  getting  to 
know  the  types  of  people  he 
was  to  work  with. 

“It’s  hard  trying  to  figure 
out  which  ones  are  conning 
you  and  which  ones  aren’t,” 
he  said.  Nichols  told  of  an

experience  with  one  man  who 
appeared  quite  calm,  giving 
responsible  answers,  but  in 
checking  Nichols  found  that 
the  man  had  a  previous  record. 

“We  can’t  trust  them  in  the 
sense  of  the  answers  they  give 
us,”  he  said.  “We  have  to 
check  as  much  as  possible.” 


Nichols  noted  that 
sometimes  the  people 
interviewed  by  the  students 
are  repeaters,  coming  back 
with  arrests  quite  often. 


the  ROR  program  was  “good 
for  the  people.  It’s  going  to 
save  them  a  lot  of  money.” 


Donna  May  Smalley,  the 
only  female  law  enforcement 
student  involved,  noted  that 


She  pointed  out  that  the 
success  of  the  program  was 
going  to  be  shown  when  the 
offenders  appear  in  court  on 
their  own  free  will.

Church  makes  plans  for  7976 


America’s  heritage  of 
freedom  and  her  divinely 
inspired  Constitution  will  be 
spotlighted  in  special  activities 
planned  by  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  in  connection  with  the 
U.S.  Bicentennial  in  1976. 

The  First  Presidency  and  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  have 
approved  plans  for  the 
participation  of  the  Church  in 
the  nationwide  observance.  A 
Church  Bicentennial 
Committee  has  been 
organized,  with  Elder  L.  Tom 
Perry,  Assistant  to  the  Twelve, 
as  general  chairman. 

Two  hundred  years  is  not  a 
long  time  in  light  of  the  ages 
of  some  of  the  world’s  nations, 
Elder  Perry  said,  but  in  those 
two  centuries  the  United 
States  has  made  countless 
contributions  to  the  overall 
progress  of  mankind. 

Freedom  to  worship 

One  of  the  most  important, 
he  said,  was  the  .establishment 
of  the  Constitution  which 
provided,  among  other 
freedoms,  the  right  to  worship 
as  one  pleases.  The 
Constitution  also  ushered  in  a 
religious  climate  which 
allowed  the  restoration  to 
earth  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  the  organization  of 
His  church,  Elder  Perry  said. 

The  committee  chairman 
said  “The  Lord  himself  has 
declared,  through  latter-day 
scripture,  T  established  the 
Constitution  of  this  land,  by 
the  hands  of  wise  men  whom  I 
raised  up  unto  this  very 
purpose.’  ” 

And  early  in  the  19th 
Century,  Joseph  Smith,  first 


prophet  and  president  of  the 
Church,  saw  the  Constitution 
as  an  oasis  for  freedom-loving 
men: 

“  .  .  .  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  is  a  glorious 
standard;  it  is  founded  in  the 
wisdom  of  God.  It  is  a 
heavenly  banner;  it  is  to  all 
those  who  are  privileged  with 
the  sweets  of  its  liberty,  like 
the  cooling  shades  and 
refreshing  waters  of  a  great 
rock  in  a  thirsty  and  weary 
land.” 

LDS  involvement 

Latter-day  Saints 
everywhere,  particularly  those 
in  the  United  States,  will  be 
given  opportunities  to  become 
involved  in  Bicentennial 
activities. 

“It  seems  in  keeping  with 
the  significnace  of  the 
Bicentennial,”  Elder  Perry 
said,  “that  all  members  of  our 
Church  become  more  familiar 
with  the  history  and 
background  of  this  country 
and  its  Constitution,  which 
have  made  possible  the 
restoration  of  the  Savior’s 
church  in  the  latter  days.” 


On  a  local  level,  the  Church 
has  appointed  stake  and 
mission  coordinators  of 
Bicentennial  activities.  They 
will  cooperate  with  the  general 
committee  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

American  history  and  the 
framing  of  the  Constitution 
will  be  woven  into  lesson 
m' ate  rials,  for  church 
priesthood  quorums  and 
auxiliary  organizations,  with 
emphasis  on  the  divine  destiny 
of  America,  Elder  Perry  said. 
However,  these  lesson 
materials  will  be  utilized  only 
in  the  United  States. 

Contests  planned 
Special  contests  related  to 
the  Bicentennial  are  being 
planned  for  members  of  the 
Church  in  stakes  and  missions 
around  the  United  States. 
Both  local  and  church-wide 
competition  will  be  held  in 
such  categories  as  short  stories, 
poetry,  novel  writing,  music, 
art  and  photography. 

Church  congregations  and 
members  are  also  encouraged 
to  participate  in  their  state  and 
community  Bicentennial 


observances,  as  well  as  the 
Latter-day  Saints-sponsored 
exhibits,  parades  and  open 
houses  designed  to  inform 
persons  not  of  the  Mormon 
faith  of  the  Church’s  beliefs 
concerning  America  and  the 
Constitution. 

Elder  Perry  said  many  of  the 
Latter-day  Saint  events  during 
1976  will  carry  the  theme  of 
the  Bicentennial. 

Spirit  of  country 

‘‘The  dances,  plays, 
musicals,  festivals,  sports 
events,  speeches,  exhibits, 
fireside  chats  and  other 
meetings  can  carry  the  spirit  of 
this  free  country  as  their 
theme,”  he  said,  and  he 
encouraged  church  leaders 
throughout  the  country  to 
begin  planning  for  such 
activities. 

“Many  research  projects  and 
publications  will  be  included 
in  the  Church’s  observance,” 
Elder  Perry  said.  “We  shall  be 
cooperating  with  the  Utah  and 
other  Bicentennial 
commissions  in  the  things  that 
they  will  be  doing.

‘‘Oh,  Hummingbird, 
mankind  was  waiting  for  you 
to  come  flying  along. 

“Heavenly  Songbird  we  were 
so  wrong,  we’ve  harmed 
you— Oh,  Hummingbird,  lend 
us  your  wings— Let  us  soar  in 
the  atmosphere  of  Adha— ‘Lift 
us  up  to  the  Heaven  of 
Holiness— Oh  source  of  our 
being!’  ” 

With  these  soft,  religiously 
obscure  words  the  long 
impatiently  awaited  Seals  and 
Croft  portion  of  Friday  night’s 
“BYU  version  of  the  ‘Midnight 
Special’  ”  began  an  interesting 
melody  trip  through  soft 
ballad  to  a  jazz  rendition  to 
the  foot-stompin’,  hog-callin’ 
finale. 


After  a  mix-up  in  scheduling 
and  contract  problems  and  an 
1 1  o’clock  starting  time,  the 
warm-up  group,  England  Dan 
and  John  Ford  Coley,  had  a 
hostile  crowd  to  soothe  after 
the  hour  wait,  sound  system 
problems,  and  out-of-tune 
instruments  to  surmount  in 
getting  the  slow-starting 
montage  moving. 

In  comparison  to  their  last 
smooth-running  appearance  at 
BYU  with  Bread  two  and  a 
half  years  ago,  England  Dan 
quipped  after  everything 
seemed  to  be  going  wrong  for 
the  duo,  “That  opening  prayer 
didn’t  seem  to  help  us  very 
much.” 

After  some  tune-up  plinks 
on  the  guitar  and  a  near 
on-stage  electrocution,  Coley 
said,  “Things  like  this  don’t 


always  happen  to  us  just  when 
we  are  playing.” 

Despite  the  technical  bugs  to 
begin  with,  England  Dan  and 
John  Ford  Coley  caught  and 
held  the  attention  of  the 
17,000  plus  “restless  natives” 
with  their  harmony,  guitar 
expertise,  intricate 
interweaving  of  piano  and 
12-string,  and,  finally,  as  a 
foreshadowing  of  the  future, 
the  banjo. 

During  the  intermission, 
which  lasted  nearly  30 
minutes,  the  BYU  students 
proved  that  they  were  more 
sophisticated  at  concerts  than 
during  other  events  by 
throwing  store-bought  instead 
of  paper  airplanes  plus  the  old 
standby  balloons  to  occupy 
the  idle  hands  and  minds  of 
the  impatient  multitudes. 


When  the  lights  finally 
dimmed  near  the  witching 
hour  of  12,  only  a  red  light 
filled  the  stage  and  the 
back-up  musicians  took  their 
places. 

Many  expected  a  drum  roll 
and  the  stars  to  run  on  the 
stage  with  the  words, 
“Welcome,  Seals  and  Croft,” 
and  a  cheer  from  the  audience, 
but  no,  the  quiet  personable 
performers  walked  quietly  on 
stage,  picked  up  their 
instruments  and  began  to  tune. 

After  everyone  was  settled 
with  Jimmy  Seals  high  upon 
his  stool  with  big  guitar  and 
Dash  Croft  turning  knobs  on 
the  amplifier  for  his  mandolin, 
the  Marriott  Center  was  filled 
with  the  harmonic  strains  of 
“Hummingbird.”

“My  hat  is  my  trademark  so

Jimmy  Seals  told  reporters 
in  an  interview  before  the 
concert  started. 


During  an  interview  prior  to 
the  concert,  Seals  explained 
the  meaning  to  “Humming¬ 
bird.” 

“The  hummingbird  is  small 
and  the  only  bird  that  can  fly 
backwards  and  travel  from 
flower  to  flower.” 

According  to  Seals, 
Abdu’l-Baha,  the  founder  of 
their  brotherly  love,  unity 
religion,  was  a  small  man  but 
with  powers  to  spread  his 
message  of  justice  and  love. 
Abdu’l-Baha  was  imprisoned 
most  of  his  life  but  was  able  to 
affect  the  lives  of  many 
people. 

“Hummingbird  is  a  prayer  to 
Abdu’l-Baha  and  tells  of  his 
life  symbolically,”  Seals 
continued. 

The  Baha’i  philosophy  is 
deeply  imbedded  in  the  music 
of  the  folk-rock  singers,  Seals 
and  Croft,  but  Croft  inserted, 
“Although  the  Baha’i  religion 
influences  our  work  greatly,  it 
is  indirectly  within  the 
thought  of  the  lyrics  of  our 
songs.” 

When  the  applause 
diminished  from  the  second 
song,  “Boy  Across  the  Road,” 
Crofts  introduced  a  new  cut 
from  their  latest  album  and 
began  to  play  as  the  audience 
was  carried  away  with  “Wind 
Flowers.” 

The  new  song  was  countered 
by  one  of  the  Seals  and  Crofts 
golden  hits,  “We  Shall  Never 
Pass  This  Way  Again,”  which 
caught  the  attention  of  even 
the  most  restless  of  the 
massive  crowd. 

“This  next  song  we  have  to 
play  unless  we  want  to  get  hit 
over  the  head  with  a  frying 
pan,”  Crofts  joked  as  he 
introduced  a  song  written  for 
both  their  wives  entitled, 
“Billy  Jean  and  Ruby  Lee.” 

After  a  bit  of  rapport¬ 
making  with  a  “funny  little 
noise”  that  Seals  made  with 
his  mouth,  he  led  into  a  story 
about  his  early  years  in  an  oil 
drilling  camp  with  his 
grandfather. 

After  the  demonstration  and 
a  lesson  in  making  the  strange 
little  noise  with  the  mouth, 
Seals  and  Crofts  introduced 
another  new  song  from  the 
album,  “Even  the  Desert  Will 
Bloom.”

Women  athletes  provided 
most  of  the  excitement  at  the 
Bennion  Relays,  held  last 
Saturday  in  Pocatello.  The 
BYU  track  team,  suffering 
from  colds  and  other  ailments, 
was  not  at  its  best. 

Francie  Larrieu,  world 
record  holder  in  the  mile,  won 
the  1,000  meter  run.  A  new 
world  record  of  1 3.2  was  set  in 
the  100  meter  hurdles  by  Pat 
Johnson  of  LaJolla  Track 
Club.  Teammate  Kathie 
Lawson  equaled  the  world 
record  of  10.7  in  the  100 
meter  dash. 

In  the  men’s  events,  BYU 
compted  against  Colorado 
State,  University  of  Colorado, 
Montana  State,  Weber  State, 
Utah  State,  University  of 
Utah,  Idaho  State,  Boise  State, 
and  New  Mexico.  Competition 
in  the  relays  was  keen,  and 
BYU  was  mostly  out-classed, 
but  held  their  own  in  the  field 
events. 

The  Idaho  State  sprint 
medley  relay  team  set  a  new 
world  record  of  1:31.4,  and 
their  two-mile  relay  team  won 
in  7:28.4,  the  fastest  time  in 
the  U.S.  this  season.  BYU’s 
team  of  Curtis  Duff,  Jim 
Patenaude,  Larry  Lawrence 
and  Paul  Cummings,  ran  a 
strong  race  to  place  third. 

The  880-yard  relay  team  for 
BYU,  consisting  of  Dale 
Connolly,  Ted  Himebaugh, 
Robert  Reeves,  and  Mark  Low 
placed  second  to  New  Mexico, 
who  provided  surprising  wins 
in  this  event  and  in  section 
two  of  the  mile  relay.

Green  top  in  Hope  Open 


PALM  DESERT,  Calif.  (AP) 
—  Hubert  Green  came  from 
three  strokes  off  the  pace  with 
a  sparkling  seven-under-par  65, 
swept  past  faltering  Bert 
Yancey  and  gained  his  first 
major  share  of  national 
attention  with  a  two-stroke 
victory  Sunday  in  the 
$160,000  Bob  Hope  Desert 
Golf  Classic. 

Green’s  341  total  for  90 
holes,  spread  over  five  days 
and  four  desert  golf  courses, 
was  19  under  par  and  provided 
him  with  his  fourth  title  in  as 
many  years  on  the  pro  tour. 

But  Green,  a  27-year-old 
Alabaman  with  an  unorthodox 
putting  style,  had  scored  his 
other  three  victories  in 
tournaments  that  were  not 
televised  and,  generally,  had 
failed  to  gain  public  acclaim 


despite  two  titles  and  more 
than  $100,000  in  winnings  last 
year. 

This  time,  however,  he  saved 
some  of  his  heroics  for  the 
finishing  holes  and  the 
national  television  cameras. 
After  three  birdies  in  a  row  on 
the  front  nine  to  catch 
Yancey,  Green  pulled  away 
with  another  three-birdie  burst 
built  on  some  beautiful  iron 
shots  beginning  on  the  14th 
hole. 

Yancey,  the  leader  since  he 
fired  that  incredible, 
11 -under-par  61  Friday  on  the 
same,  6,500-yard  Indian  Wells 
Country  Club  course,  finished 
second.  He  had  a  final  70  for 
343. 

John  Mahaffey  came  on  to 
take  third  in  the  brilliant 
desert  sunshine  with  a  67  final 


round  for  a  347  total. 

Johnny  Miller,  the 
26-year-old  U.S.  Open 
champion  who  won  the  first 
three  tournaments  this  year, 
made  one  brief  run  at  the 
leaders  but  had  his  troubles 
down  the  stretch  and  finished 
in  a  tie  for  fourth  at  349. 

Miller,  who  has  an  unbroken 
string  of  20  consecutive 
rounds  at  par  or  better,  had  a 
closing  70. 

He  was  tied  with  Bob 
Murphy  and  rookies  Mark 
Hayes  and  Mike  McCullough. 
Murphy  romped  in  with  a  66, 
McCullough  had  67  and  Hayes 
68. 

Arnold  Plamer,  44-year-old 
defending  champion,  never 
really  got  in  it.  He  finished 
Sunday  with  a  362  total,  two 
over  par  for  the  tournament.

This  year,  with  new 
stars  like  Smith  and  veterans  like  Olympic 
gold  medalists  Randy  Matson  and  Vince 
Matthews  poised  for  comebacks,  IT  A 
expects  its  athletes  to  do  even  better. 

Shot  putter  Matson  will  be  looking  for 
revenge  at  the  Salt  Palace  as  well  as  for 
top  prize  money.  The  1968  Olympic  shot 
put  champion  scored  only  one  victory 
over  new  world  indoor  record  holder, 
Brian  Oldfield,  in  16  pro  meets  last  year. 

Never  again 

“Never  again,”  vows  Randy.  “I’ve  never 
worked  harder  than  I  have  the  past 
summer  and  fall.  I’m  in  the  best  shape  of 
my  life,  and  I  expect  to  take  that  indoor 
record  track  from  Brian.” 

But  Oldfield  will  take  some  beating. 
Not  only  did  he  break  the  world  indoor 
record  three  times  last  year,  raising  it 
finally,  at  the  Salt  Palace,  to  70  feet  1014 
inches,  but  his  12'  best  puts  last  year 
averaged  a  stunning  70  feet  1  inch. 

Matthews,  who  won  the  1972  Olympic 
gold  medal  in  the  400-meter  run,  joined 
the  pro  circuit  after  a  stomach  operation 
last  year  and  never  caught  up  with  fellow 
gold  medalist,  Lee  Evans,  the  tour’s 
leading  money  winner.  But  Matthews 
says,  “On  February  22,  I’ll  be  ready.  I 
have  a  book  coming  out  this  spring  and  I 
hope  to  win  a  few  races  to  help  publicize 
it.” 

He  stands  6’5”  tall  and  weighs  275 
pounds.  Wearing  a  tarzan-like,  star 
spangled  and  striped  something  or  other 
resembling  a  swimming  suit,  he  stands 
within  a  circle  and  throws  a  black  ball 
into  the  air.  Its  called  “putting  the  shot” 
and  Brian  Oldfield  does  it  better  than 
anyone  else  in  the  world. 

70  foot  mark 

Last  year  in  the  Salt  Palace  he  put  the 
shot  not  once,  but  five  times  over  the  70 
foot  mark.  One  of  those  was  70  feet  1 014 
inches,  a  new  world  indoor  record! 

Brian  puts  the  shout  with  the  shot.  In 
fact,  the  louder  he  yells  as  he  releases  the 
shot,  the  farther  it  seems  to  fly.  He  can 
throw  it  anyway  you’d  like  .  .  .  overhand, 
underhand,  side  arm  or  backwards  over 
his  head !

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
Zelmo  Beaty  of  the  Utah  Stars 
is  suing  the  American 
Basketball  Association  team 
and  its  controlling  company 
for  $1,237,500  for  breach  of 
contract. 

But  Stars  owner  Bill  Daniels 
and  President  Vince  Boryla  say 
they  have  fulfilled  all  their 
contractual  obligations  to 
Beaty. 

The  suit,  which  claims 
damages  in  four  main  areas, 
was  filed  against  the  Stars  and 
Mountain  States  Sports,  Inc., 
in  3rd  District  Court  Friday. 

The  Stars  had  filed  suit  Oct. 
2,  1973  against  Beaty  and  his 
New  York  attorney,  charging 
breach  of  contract  for  Beaty’s 
failure  to  report  to  the  Stars’ 
training  camp  by  Sept.  12, 
1973. 

That  action  was  dropped 
after  Beaty  was  fined  a 
substantial  amount  and 
returned  to  the  team, 
according  to  the  new  suit. 

The  Stars  are  leading  in  the 
ABA  West  race. 

Beaty’s  suit  asks  more  than 
$700,000,  representing 
damages  sustained  because  the 
Stars  allegedly  refused  to 
provide  insurance  and  pension 
benefits  stipulated  in  Beaty’s 
contract. 

The  suit  also  claims  the 
$7,000  fine  enforced  against 
Beaty  when  he  returned  to  the 
Stars  after  his  September 
holdout  was  unreasonable.  It 
asks  for  $237,000, 
representing  the  rest  of  the 


compensation  due  Beaty  for 
the  rest  of  the  season  and 
$300,000  for  the  Stars’  alleged 
anticipatory  breach  of 
contract  representing  the 
amount  of  deferred 
compensation  due  Beaty. 

It  also  claims  the  Stars  have 
not  paid  Beaty  his  salary  this 
year  and  will  not  do  so.  And  it 
charges  the  Stars  have 
deducted  unreasonable  fines 
from  amounts  already  due 
Beaty.

An  Open  Letter  to  the  Students  of  BYU: 


I  feel  the  views  of  the  Finance  Office  should  be  expressed  regarding  the 
consolidation  of  Executive  Vice  President  with  the  Finance  Office. 


One  of  the  main  purposes  of  having  an  individual  office  control  the  money 
is  to  insure  a  system  of  checks  and  balances.  As  all  offices,  including 
the  President's  Office,  have  traditionally  had  programs  within  their 
offices  requiring  funds,  it  has  been  necessary  that  an  impartial  party 
with  some  financial  expertise  help  prepare  their  annual  budget.  This 
is  done  to  alleviate  both  intentional  and  unintentional  "padding"  of 
their  budgets. 


As  it  is  University  policy  that  someone  who  is  trained  in  the  workings  of 
University  financial  procedures  be  responsible  for  signing  all  financial 
requisitions,  this  policy  would  still  be  required  if  the  Executive  Vice 
President  was  to  handle  the  financial  duties.  I  feel  the  problems  with 
this  are  immediately  evident.  First,  funds  could  be  transferred  within 
the  President's  Office  to  fund  "pet"  projects  which  the  Council  did  not 
necessarily  approve,  leaving  no  recourse.  As  the  system  now  stands,  the 
President  has  considerable  influence  in  the  decisions  which  are  made  and 
the  actions  which  are  taken.  Just  this  year  $5,000,  which  was  erroneously 
deposited,  was  returned  to  our  accounts.  Under  the  direction  of  the 
Studentbody  President,  these  funds  were  placed  in  another  account  so 
the  Council  would  not  know  they  were  available  for  use.  This  is  just  a 
minor  example  of  what  could  happen  if  total  control  of  finances  was  placed 
in  the  President's  Office  with  no  system  of  checks  and  balances. 


I  have  recently  discussed  this  issue  with  officials  in  the  University 
Financial  Services,  and  they  expressed  to  me  their  concern  for  continuity 
and  the  need  for  a  qualified  person  to  handle  the  student  budget  of  over 
$250,000. 


In  a  student  election  the  main  emphasis  is  on  the  President  rather  than 
his  running  mate.  Thus,  it  is  very  conceivable  for  a  strong  presidential 
candidate  to  win  the  election  and  bring  an  incompetent  executive  vice 
president  into  office  with  him.  Under  the  proposed  constitutional  amend¬ 
ment,  this  incompetent  executive  vice  president  would  be  charged  with 
handling  over  $250,000  affecting  all  areas  of  student  involvement  in 
student  government. 


Finally,  we  still  have  the  time  problem.  How  can  anyone  justify  encour¬ 
aging  individuals  to  spend  $125  to  run  for  an  office  which,  after  the 
elections,  might  not  even  exist. 


For  these  reasons,  I  would  encourage  all  students  to  defend  themselves 
and  the  effectiveness  which  student  government  has  developed  by  uniting 
together  to  defeat  the  proposed  amendment  and  sustain  the  action  which 
the  majority  of  the  Executive  Council  already  tried  to  implement.
